LIVE STOCK BREEDING. 
Address by W. J. Kennedy, lowa 
State College, Before the Inter- 


state Breeders’ Association, 
Sioux City, lowa, 1912. 


This is a day and age of agricul- 
tural development. People, in all 
vocations of life, are manifesting an 
unusual interest in the farm and its 
products. This is as it should be. 
Every human being is more or less 
dependent upon the farm. We can 
never give too much attention to the 
study of agriculture. From a humane 
Standpoint it is mecessary. Before 
the middle of the twentieth century 
the farmers of this country will be 
called upon to feed at least one hun- 
dred and fifty millions of people. This 
problem can only be solved by a more 
intensified form of agriculture. 

As an American people, we are a 
nation of meat eaters, not vegetari- 
ans. This being true, we must not 
neglect our live stock industry. It 
is up to us-to produce the beef, pork 
and-mutton products demanded by 
our people. -In the past this has not 
been a difficult problem. - In the fu- 





ture it is going to require business 
methods on the part of the producer. 
Both the land and feeding stuffs used 
are sure to be higher in price. The 
finished product cannot go much 
higher. This means either more 
pounds of edible meat from a given 
amount of food fed the animal, or a 
loss to the producer. This can only 
be secured through a more careful 
and intelligent system of breeding 
and selecting domestic animals. The 
“scrub” animal, whether pedigreed or 
not, must be obliterated. 

There always has been and I be- 
lieve there always will be in our agri- 
culture a place for each and every 
class of live stock. We must have 
horses, beef cattle, dairy cattle, 
sheep and swine. The man who 
breeds the right kind of animals of 
any one of the above-mentioned class- 
es will always find his work both use- 
ful to the community and profitable 
from his own standpoint. We need 
them all in our farming operations. 
Some will succeed with one class of 
stock and make a failure with an- 
other, and vice versa. The real se- 
cret of success in any line of work 
depends a great deal upon the am- 
ount of individual attention given it. 
The amount of enthusiasm and in- 
terest which any particular individ- 
ual will give to any line of work will 
always be governed very largely by 
his own likes or dislikes for the same. 
This being true, each man had best 
select and breed the class of stock 
which appeals to him most strongly. 
Where such a system is adopted suc- 
cess usually follows. 


For over twenty years I have 
studied carefully the methods pursu- 
ed by breeders of live stock, both the 
successful and the unsuccessful, The 
former are decidedly few in num- 
ber compared with the latter. It 
has been my good fortune to have 
had the opportunity of observing the 
methods pursued on the best farms 
in the United States, Canada, and 
eleven different European countries. 
I am frank to say that in no other 
line of work is a _ well-defined pur- 
pose so necessary as in the success- 
ful- breeding of live stock. Each and 
of our present-day breeds 


every one 


of live stock was brought up to its 
very highest degree of excellence by 
the sheer determination to carry out 
a well-defined purpose on the part of 
some two or three men. It is true 
that hundreds and thousands of men 
were breeding, but only two or three 
in each instance really succeeded. 
Why did the others fail? Simply be- 
cause they were like the man walk- 
ing slowly along the public highway 
and, when stopped by a stranger who 
asked him: “Where are you going?” 
and his reply was: “ don’t know, but 
I am on my way.” It is just so with 
a great many breeders of stock; they 
don’t know where they are going, but 
they are on the way, too often on the 
road to failure. 


No man ever has succeeded and no 
man ever will succeed for any length 
of time in breeding live stock who 
does not have as his slogan that one 
word utility. Almost a century ago, 
Amos Cruickshank, “the herdsman of 
Aberdeenshire,” said that “the real 
test of value in beef cattle is their 
ability to turn straw, turnips and cake 
into pounds, shillings and pence at 
a profit.” When ridiculed by his fel- 
low-breeders because he overlooked 
fashionable pedigrees and color mark- 
ings, he replied that the only ques- 
tion in his mind was: “What is best 
for our country, our agriculture and 
our people?” It would be a Godsend 
to our American live stock interests 
if we had today a thousand Amos 
Cruickshanks, so that we might put 
one in each of the thousand counties 
which constitute our corn belt states. 
The useful animal has always been a 
money-maker and will continue to be 
so in the future. 


‘No man ever has succeeded and 
no man ever will succeed for any 
length of time in breeding live stock 
who attaches his kite to “faddism.” 

We do not need to mention any one 
particular individual to demonstrate 
the folly of such work. There is 
hardly a county, in any live stock 
section of this country or any other 
country, Which has not anywhere from 
one to twenty men who have clearly 


demonstrated that “faddism” is al- 
ways a forerunner of failure. By 
“faddism" I refer to the tenddency 
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(See Frontispiece.) 





on the part of many men to disre- 
gard the really useful features on an 
animal and go to the extreme on cer- 
tain blood lines, color markings, 
shape of ear, head, eic. I do not 
wish to be understood as being op- 
posed to beauty of form, color or 
general appearance; I am _ not. In 
fact, I always like to see the same 
when combined with the utility points. 
But if I had to sacrifice something 
in selecting a breeding animal it 
would be the fancy points and not 
those which indicate individual utility. 

The longer I study and handle live 
stock the more I am convinced that 
the first and most important point to 
be observed in all meat and milk-pro- 
ducing animals is a good middle, The 
signs of constitution and digestive 
capacity present their most visible 
manifestations in the body and not in 
the extremities. The animal is 
simply a machine to convert feed in- 
to more edible products, such as meat 
and milk. Its capacity is governed 
almost solely by the size of the mid- 
dle. These are points which mean 
dollars and cents to every man who 
handles live stock. 

We must pay more attention to the 
question of size and vigor in our ani- 
mals. Size always has and always 
wil] be a vital point. ‘It is usually as- 
sociated with heavy and economical 
gains. Vigor is absolutely esential. 
It is associated with heavy gains and 
also helps to safeguard the animal 
in time of disease outbreaks. One of 
the chief causes for deterioration in 
both size and vigor of our animals is 
the use of immature sires and dams 
for breeding purposes. While. both 
sire and dam exert an influence, it 
has been clearly proven that the im- 
mature dam is the most detrimental 
to progeny. The continued use of im- 
mature sires and dams, especially 
where corn rations are fed, will seri- 
ously reduce both the size and vigor 
of any breed or class of live stock. 


Anything which lessens the size and 
vigor of the animal renders it less 
profitable on high-priced land. Too 
much attention cannot be given to the 
importance of selecting breeding 
stock from mature parents. In this 
way, and only in this way, can we re- 
tain size and vigor in our herds and 
flocks. 

The man who succeeds in breed- 
ing draft horses must ever keep in 
mind size, quality, feet, legs and ac- 
tion. These are all utility points. 
The markets demand horses weigh- 
ing 1,700 pounds and upwards, that 
have good body conformation, large 
feet of good texture, strong, clean 
bone, large, sound joints, heavy mus- 
cular development combined with 
good, straight, snappy action. Such 
horses command high prices and are 
very scarce. The statistics for the 
year 1911 show that only one horse 
out of every: twenty sold at our lead- 
ing horse markets filled the bill. This 
is surely a good line of work to pur- 
sue for many years to come. The 
vast majority of our farmers make a 
serious mistake when they sell their 
good draft mares to go to the cities. 
A good draft mare is worth twice as 
much on any farm, if she is used for 
work and breeding purposes, as she 
will sell for in any market. Only 
mares of good weight, body conforma- 
tion and absolutely sould should be 
retained for breeding purposes. It is 
very important that the stallion used 
should be sound, drafty, stand well 
on his feet and legs, short and straight 
in his back, heavily muscled and show 
good disposition as indicated by width 
and flatness of head between the eyes. 
Avoid unsound, small _ footed, _ light- 
boned, crooked-legged or _ shallow- 
bodied stallions.

and loin and carry a good covering 
of natural flesh over these parts. The 
head must be short and wide between 
the eyes, the neck short and shoul- 
ders smooth on the sides and wide 
on top. Width on the top of the 
shoulders goes with good fleshing 
properties throughout. The hide 
should be soft and pliable. These 
are all utility points. We must ever 
keep the block type in mind, because 
the block is the ultimate end of all 
beef cattle. 


In selecting dairy cattle, it is al- 
ways difficult to judge accurately with 
the eye. The real test must be the 
weight scales and the Babcock tester, 
The cow is a machine to convert food 
into milk; thus she must have a large 
middle and a strong constitution to 
insure best results. She must also 
have a large udder, large milk wells, 
large crooked milk veins and good- 
sized teats. Her head should be lean 
and angular in appearance, with the 
eyes standing out prominently. The 
neck should be rather long and lean 
in appearance, the shoulders pointed 
and the backbone rather prominent. 
The skin should be loose and soft to 
the touch. In selecting herd bulls, 
either mature animals which have al- 
ready demonstrated their ‘worth as 
sires or younger animals from high 
testing dams and sires only should 
be used. Remember that the best 
and surest results wil always follow 
the use of a mature sire which has 
sired heifers with good records. A 
good dairy bull should be kept until 
he is twelve or fifteen years old; in 
fact, as long as he is a sure sire. 
Real good sires are so rare that when 
we do find one he should die only of 
old age. All breeders of dairy cat- 
tle should secure yearly tests on each 
and every cow in the herd. Shorter 
tests do not really mean very much. 
It is the cow that stays by her job 
that is really valuable.

FADS OF BREEDERS. 


[This article by Mr. Jeffries pub- 
lished some time since in The Ohio 
Farmer contains so many good points 
that it deserves greater publicity.— 
Editor. } 

It seems to be coming very popu- 
lar at present for writers upon agri- 
cultural subjects to decry the tend- 
ency to fads in stock matters, espec- 
ially as it relates to color markings 
in dairy cattle, more particularly the 
Holstein-Friesians. Almost every 
farm paper has published its share, 
or more than its share, of criticism 
along this line, and we have conclud- 
ed, after reading these articles care- 
fully,-that the most noticeable fad at 
present is the vocation of hunting 
for fads! If a herd of Guernseys are 
free from the despised black nose, 
then it is said that the owner is in 
danger of ruining his herd in his ef- 
forts to be free from this objection- 
able feature. If a herd of Ayrshires 
or of Holstein-Friesians run very light 
in color the ownereis said to be nurs- 
ing a fad, and this assertion is made 
without any investigation into their 
value as producers. The fad hunter 
drives past a herd of cattle that car- 
ty their horns, and the charge is 
made that the owner does not quite 
understand his business or he would 
remove the horns. A buyer at a Hol- 


stein-Friesian sale refuses to bid on 
a cow with a black switch or with 
spots below the knees, and the critic 
proceeds to give him some free ad- 
vice. As a rule the breeder who 
makes a large investment in high- 
priced stock is in a better position 
than his critics to know why he ac- 
cepts or rejects certain animals. I 
have had some experience along this 
line and wish to discuss the fad prob- 
lem at some length. 

If the critics were called upon to 
define the word “fad” each would 
likely give a different definition, but 
they would probably agree that ad- 


ynerence to any quality or characteris- 


tic of an animal, other than those of 
so-called utility, would be a fad. They 
call it a fad to breed for beauty, 
whether of form or color. Their only 
requirement in a dairy cow is a large 
yield of milk or butter; they never 
see the cow. 

Beauty probably has little to do 
with production; it may ‘be that so- 
called perfection of udder, even, has 
little to do with milk supply. Never- 
theless, beauty has a rightful place 
in the live stock business. It fills 
the owner with enthusiasm, it helps 
to keep the boy on the farm, it makes 
life worth living, and, in spite of the 
crities, it brings the price in every 
market of the world. A farmer who 


would be ashamed to drive an ugly 
horse might be pleased with an ill- 
shaped cow; but we are not all of 
that kind. A certain editor frequent- 
ly reminds us that we should have 
nice-appearing farm buildings, fences, 
and lawns, but his ideas of beauty 
in the dairy cow have not yet ma- 
terialized; he knows nothing but 
utility in that line. A certain gov- 
ernor of one of our states, a few 
years ago, had the beautiful Jawn 
surrounding the executive mansion 
plowed up and planted to a farm 
crop. That was utilitarianism gone 
to seed—or rather to potatoes, in his 
particular case. 


It is just possible that some persons 
kick on beauty because they have 
never mustered up the courage to 
pay the price that will get it. The 
owner of a California Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow of considerable note offered 
her for sale a few years ago, saying 
that her only fault was her homeli- 
ness. At last account he still owned 
her. Why don’t the critics buy her, 
and a bull equally as homely and lay 
the foundation for a herd—of what? 

A recent article in The Ohio Farm- 
er represents Mr. W. W. Marsh, as 
giving expression to the view that 
dairy cows should be judged by per- 
formance alone. If he believes that 
the judge should place the ribbon on 
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also large 30-day records.

the cow with the highest record and 
shut his eyes to beauty of form and 
perfection of udder and milk veins, 
then why did Mr. Marsh himself, 
open his own eyes so wide ‘when 
scouring the Island of Great Britain 
in quest of a baker’s dozen of Guern- 
sey cows to place upon exhibition at 
the recent National Dairy Show at 
Chicago? If Mr. Marsh were such a 
strenuous advocate of utility alone 
he should have spared himself the 
trouble and expense of a journey half 
‘way around the earth. He could 
easily have remained in his parlor in 
Iowa, and selected a list of Guern- 
seys native to our own soil that have 
higher records than the best in Eng- 
land. Mr. Marsh won the grand 
championship for female of his fa- 
vorite breed at the show just men- 
tioned, and the winner is not a world 
better, either, when it comes to pro- 
duction. It was beauty and perfec- 
tion of form that won the prize. Come 
to think of it, if production alone is 
the criterion, why not send the rec- 
ord to the fair and leave the cow at 
home? It would simplify matters im- 
mensely; any novice could do the 
judging, and people who have been 
accustomed to go to the fairs to see 
things could stay at home and plow. 

One of the judges at the recent 
Ohio State Fair was Mr. W. J. Gil- 
lett, of Wisconsin, famous in dairy 
circles as the breeder, developer, and 
owner of the world’s greatest butter 
cow, Colantha 4th’s Johanna. He is 
an able judge, he rides no hobbies, 
his services are in great demand at 
fairs and dairy shows, and his views 
on dairy problems are welcomed by 
every lover of cows. It was my plea- 
sure to spend a number of days at 
his home and to become quite well ac- 
quainted with his opinions and his 
herd. I think I did not see a dehorn- 
ed animal on his farm, not even the 
bulls. Reading dairymen, especially 
Holstein-Friesian breeders, have seen 
many pictures of representatives of 
Mr. Gillett’s herd and they always 
see horns and all. A favorite ex» 
pression of Mr. Gillett’s is “I believe 
in getting the whole story.” Well, 
the horn tells a part of the story of 
the texture and quality of the dairy 
cow. Mr. Gillett has the reputation 
for being the most careful buyer in 
the country. He buys nothing but 


an occasional bull, and he will go any 
distance and take the greatest pains 
to examine not only the animal offer- 
ed for sale but every one of its rela- 
tives that he can find. He abhors 
crooked backs, narrow chests, and 
sloping rumps. He says “I carry a 
mental picture of what I deem the 
model Holstein-Friesian form and am 
working toward that form in my cows 
as fast as careful selection and the 
laws of heredity will premit.” It is 
quite well known that his cows are 
increasing in production as they ap- 
proach the model form. Concerning 
color he has very little to say. There 
was a time when he traded calves 
mostly white for those mostly black, 
but though inclining to the darker 
colors, he thinks there can be too 
much of a good thing. I have a let- 
ter from him in which he states that 
the offspring of a bull formerly at the 
head of his herd was too black even 
for him. 

Quite a good deal is written about 
Holstein-Friesian colors, and it is evi- 
dent that some writers have but a 
faint conception of the problem. It 
is much more than a question of 
beauty that confronts the Holstein- 
Friesian breeder and the American 
Holstein-Friesian Association. It is 
a question of purity of blood that we 
are interested in above everything 
else. I have been in many herds in 
different states and have had doubts, 
at times, as to whether certain regis- 
tered cattle were not grades, for dis- 
honest practices will crop out occa- 
sionally in the ranks of all breeders’ 
organizations. Men who have _ ob- 
served the crossing of Holstein-Frie- 
sians upon scrubs or upon other 
breeds know that there is a great 
tendency to produce calves with black 
switches, black legs, or legs with 
black and white interspersed below 
the knees. I was looking at a herd 
with the owner and asked if a certain 
yearling heifer with a black switch 
were registered (there were a few 
grade cows in the herd). “Oh, yes,” 
was the reply, “she is from one of our 
best registered cows.” I made a 
similar inquiry about another year- 
ling with black and white spots down 
to and including the hoofs. “Oh, yes, 
she is one of our best.”’ At this point 
a neighbor’s bull vaulted over the 
fence and proceeded to cultivate the 





acquaintance of the registered cows, 
I did not have the courage to ask if 
the newcomer were also registered, 
He was a veritable scrub and doubt- 
less was the sire of some of the year- 
lings that I had inquired about. It 
is scarcely necessary to state that I 
bought nothing from this herd. Of 
course the owner of the herd might 
say that I was pursuing a fad when 
objecting to off colored cattle, and 
some people might believe him. 

One of the requirements of regis. 
tration in the Holstein-Friesian herd 
book is a set of drawings showing the 
black and white on the animal to be 
registered. These drawings are copi- 
ed upon the back of the registry cer- 
tificate and serve to identify the ani- 
mal registered. Enough off colors 
have been presented to arouse the 
suspicion of the secretary that in 
some cases there must be some dis- 
honesty or an undue_ activity of 
neighbors’ bulls. As a result of this 
suspicion the American Association 
has announced what it believes to be 
the true Holstein-Friesian colors and 
it has decided to refuse to register 
animals that fail to meet the stand- 
ard requirements. ‘Some persons may 
think the ruling somewhat stringent, 
but severe measures are required in 
dealing with dishonesty or sheer care- 
lesness. Many grades have the mark- 
ings of the purebred and there may 
possibly be an occasional purebred 
with the markings that have been 
tabooed; but there can be no doubt 
that the Association ruling is a wise 
one and that MHolstein-Friesian  in- 
terests will be advanced by it—wW.

people all the power they can use 
and still practice fair restraint.” This 
sounds strange to our unsophisticat- 
ed ears. Who is this that is to give 
the people power,’ and who is to 
judge when the people “practice fair 
restraint?” It sounds as though 
someone had this power bottled up, 
and the people could only get a taste 
when this bottle proprietor observes 
that the people are practicing proper 
restraint and so consents to draw the 
cork. 

Where is the source of political 
power, is it not the people? Does 
any originate anywhere else? Can 
anyone get any of this power if the 
people do not permit? How foolish 
to talk about giving the people power 
who are the fountain from which all 
power must flow! 


And yet we ‘have fallen into the 
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habit of speaking of political power 
as something outside and apart from 
the people to be doled out to them on 
conditions. So many of us have come 
to believe this to be the case that we 
are as helpless and powerless as 
though it were so, 

The theological devotees fashion 
their gods and then fall down and 
worship them. The people as a 
whole create their bosses, breathe the 
breath of life into them, and then 
submit to all manner of scourgings 
and, extortions and contumely, while 
holding out their hands like so many 
mendicants to receive as alms that 
which they possess in its fullness and 
entirety. 

How long must these things be? 
Will the people ever reach that high 
evolutionary state from which they 
can perceive that they are the source 
of all political power, that they are 
the power, and proceed to exercise 
it, to be the government in fact as in 
name and theory? ; 

We are permitted to hope.

Precedent is looking 
backward — remember 
Lot’s wife. Precedent is 
reverence for the ignorance and mis- 
takes of the past. Looking for pre- 
cedent is an effort to reverse the en- 
gine of progress; it looks for inspira- 
tion from the grave and seeks to 
make the dead responsible for our 
errors and follies. 

As the roots of the Victoria regia 
run down into the ooze and slime of 
the dead past, so the highest intelli- 
gence of the present traces back to 
the low instinct of the ape and the 
chimpanzee. Why look to the past 
for inspiration and guidance? The 
last thought, the newest conception, 
the product of all the ages of develop- 
ment, should hold our attention and 
direct our progress. 

Why this reverence for creeds, con- 
stitutions, dead languages and ancient 
manuscripts? Our churches should 
be guided by present conditions, not 
past precepts; our congresses should 
be free to make laws in the light of 
present knowledge and conditions, not 
hampered by rules and conceptions 
that were adapted only to times that 
are gone never to return; our courts 
should render decisions, not search 
musty tomes for obsolete precedents. 

Why should we be influenced by 
what the ancients thought or believ- 
ed? Why should we still pay tribute 
to the Greeks and Romans and build 
monuments to their dead heroes? The 
present is builded on the past, but 
chemistry is not alchemy. The teles- 
cope and microscope have revealed 
new worlds. We deal with the cell

and the atom, nebulae and Salaxies 
of suns. It is a long way from poly- 
theism to monism. . 

Let us throw off the shackles of 
the past and stand forth intellectual 
freemen. Let us face the rising not 
the setting sun; pay reverence to un- 
folding truths, rather than homage 
to decaying ignorance; nor seek pre- 
cedent from the dead past on which 
to base the actions of the living 
present.

ticle is timely and because it ex- 
presses exactly what has been in our 
own mind for a long time. 

The need for a general conserva- 
tion of the eyesight tis pressing. Per- 
haps, no other one thing is more in- 
jurious to the eyes than the strain 
occasioned by a continuous reading 
of very small print. When the read- 
ing is done by artificial light, and 
much of it is, this injurious strain is 
much more pronounced. 

We hold that publishers who issue 
journals printed almost exclusively 
in solid nonpareil type are morally 
criminal, and in a very broad sense. 
How can one knowingly, for the sake 
of greater profit, contribute to the 
destruction of the eyesight of a peo- 
ple be considered otherwise? It is 
probable that the magnitude of this 
contributing cause has: not been fully 
apprehended by the majority of the 
people. 

The Holstein-Friesian World prides 
itself that its columns are printed in 
large 8 point type and for the most 
part leaded. When there has been 
a surplus of matter that demanded 
publication a larger paper has been 
printed rather than a smaller type 
used. We do not know whether our 
readers have fully appreciated this 
fact, but we consider it a feature of 
vital importance and of far-reaching 
consequence. 

In the matter of advertising we 
have not quite the same _ control. 
When an advertiser sends a definite 
amount of copy and limits the space, 
the only method left for the editor 
is to use type to fit the conditions. 
However, our rates have been kept 
so extremely low that breeders have 
felt it the part of wisdom to take 
space enough so that their advertise 
ments may appear in good readable 
type. We believe this to be the bet- 
ter way in every case. A concise 
statement in generous type catches 
the eye of the reader who is scan-

Not only for the benefit of printer- 
dom, but also for the general reading 
public of America and other civilized 
countries, should a reform in the sizes 
of type be made which will benefit 
the coming and the present genera- 
tions. 

The entire blame’ does not. rest 
with the printer, nor with the type- 
founder, but with the publisher and 
advertiser who crowd their pages 
with matter; and, as far as general 
advertising goes, the crowding and 
congesting of matter can never be, 
accorded the welcome which larger 
and more generous sized type wiih 
more white space would create. To 


ibe sure, as much can not be said, but 


a short, concise statement is infinite- 
ly more agreeable to look upon than 
a large page set solid with five point 
or some other type as small or 
smaller. 

The value of larger sizes of type in 
advertising or newspaper work not 
only makes possible bigger and bet- 
ter results, but is a less direct men- 
ace to the health and eyesight of a 
nation, whose intellectual progress is 
due to its reading.

LIVE STOCK BREEDING. 
(Continued from page 606.) 

Few lines of work offer greater fi- 
nancial returns for the capital invest- 
ed than a good flock of breeding 
sheep. This is especially true when 
good mutton conformation is combin- 
ed with a long, dense, fine fleece. 
The question of constitution is very 
important in sheep. In selecting rams 
blockiness, low-setness, wide backs, 
loins and heavy, well-filled hind quar- 
ters should always be demanded. The 
head should be broad and masculine 
in apeparance, the neck short and the 
shoulder broad and compact. The 
legs should be short and straight, es- 
pecially at the hocks. The skin 
should be pink in color,. and the 
fleece long, dense, fine and uniform 
on all parts of the body. Too much 
attention cannot be given the impor- 
tance of density of fleece. It insures 
a heavier clip of wool, protects the 
sheep from rain, snow and cold wea- 
ther and also sheds chaff and other 
foreign material so detrimental to the 
wool. 


Breeders of hogs will do well to pay 
more attention to the utility end of 
the business and much less to the 
fad end as illustrated by the pedi- 
gree craze, shape of head, ear, nose, 
dish of face, etc. The one great need 
today in the hog business is a hog 


with size, quality and prolificacy com- 
bined with early maturity. Such a 
hog is best described as the kind that 
never lies to the assessor; that is, 
he is born after the assessor is around 
this year and marketed weighing 
three hundred pounds before the as- 
sessor comes back next year. Some 
such hogs may be found in almost 
any of the well known breeds. With 
careful selection and .judicious mat- 
ing it is surprising how rapidly this 
type can be revived. In addition to 
the evil results of “faddism,” the ex- 
clusive use of a corn diet and the 
policy of breeding from immature 
sires and dams have been detrimental 
both from the standpoint of size and 
prolificacy. It is safe to say that over 
seventy-five per cent, of all the sires 
and dams used in the state of Iowa 
are under one year of age. It has 
been clearly proven by experimental 
work that pigs from young sows are 
inferior in every way to those from 
mature sows. The continued use of 
young sires and dams, especially 
when associated with corn feeding, 
will cause marked deterioration in 
any breed of swine. 

In selecting breeding swine,  at- 
tention must be given to size, quality 
strength of bone, evenness of flesh- 
ing and the use of more mature boars 
and sows. All pigs intended for

breeding purposes should be selected 
from well-developed, mature sows, If 
the sires are mature animals, so much 
the better. These pigs should be fed 
on rations calculated to produce bone 
and muscle, not fat alone. In this 
way we could materially improve our 
swine herds without changing breeds. 

In conclusion, I wish to once more 
emphasize the importance of utility 
in all classes of stock. Beware of 
“faddism” in any of ‘its various forms. 
Demand masculinity in the sires and 
femininity in the dams. Also remem- 
ber that the best results can only be 
obtained where careful selection is 
combined with intelligent mating and 
the proper feeding and management 
of the animals.

vast acreage, buildings, and equip- 
ment employed, designate this indus- 
try as second to none in importance. 

Any competition, no matter how 
honest, or otherwise legitimate, cal- 
culated to depopulate the farms or 
drive the farmer into other means of 
activity, would result in great nation- 
al loss. 


When, therefore, this Congress is 
asked to pass measures subjecting 
butter, the most important dairy pro- 
duct of the farm, to unequal and un- 
fair competition at the hands of a 
so-called cheaper substitute, and to 
confer upon that substitute, by law, 
the right to clothe itself in the well 
known garb and habiliments of butter 
I propose to object and to proclaim 
it a departure from the government’s 
avowed policy of helpfulness to agri- 
culture and violative of the first prin- 
ciples of common honesty and fraught 
with danger. 

When it is proposed to permit the 
manufacturer of oleomargarine not 
only to color his product in imitation 
of butter, ‘but to mix with it a suffi- 
cient quantity of genuine butter to 
impart the real butter taste and ap- 
pearance, all barriers are destroyed. 
Man’s elemental senses, given him 
for the purpose of protection and dis- 
crimination, are of no avail against 


deceit, for neither sight, smell, nor 
taste will distinguish it.—Congress- 
man Ainey of Pennsylvania in a 
speech July 18.

{From Consul General John L. 
Griffiths, London, England. ] 

The desirability of establishing wo- 
men’s cooperative farms in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom has been seriously con- 
sidered, and should the present plans 
mature, the first experimental colony 
will be located on a farm of 223 acres 
in Sussex. The breeding and care 
of horses, cows, sheep, pigs, poultry, 
and rabbits, the cultivation of fruit, 
vegetables, and flowers, and the rais- 
ing of ordinary farm ‘crops will be 
undertaken. It is believed that a 
ready home market willbe found for 
the products of such a farm, as sta- 
tistics show that about $175,000 is 
annually paid in the United Kingdom 
for tame (or “Ostend”) imported rab- 
bits and nearly $70,000,000 for butter 
consigned from Denmark, while the 
value of imported bacon and pork 
approximates $40,000,000 annually. In 
addition, millions of dollars are ex- 
pended each year for eggs, vegetables, 
fruit, etc., received from abroad. 

The movement has this twofold 
purpose—to provide young ‘women 
who are desirous of emigrating to any 
of the English over-sea possessions 
with thorough training in all branehes 
of farming, and also with an adequate 
knowledge of domestic economy, and 
to furnish congenjal employment in 


the United Kingdom to members of 
that increasing body of women jwho 
feel a desire to cultivate the land but 
lack the experience and the facilities 
for doing so. It will doubtless prove 
to be not one of the least interesting 
of the many experiments which are 
being made to induce a greater num- 
ber of the English people to turn 
away from the crowded employments 
of the cities to the practice of agri- 
culture.
